Figures Guthrie gave indicated 
his agents turned up 5182 tax- 
honest underworld inhabitants 
That. many cases were listed in 
which, after investigation, no 
change in the tax assessment was 
recommended. 

In 543 cases, the agents recom- 
mended prosecution. Through 
August 31 there had been 140 
convictions involving 236 persons.

special examination at least once 
every two to three years.

Families have one-third more 
dollars of income to handle now 
than they did in 1945 and “han- 
dling more dollars tends to make 
you feel more prosperous,” Eisen- 
hower said. But, he added, the 
“double toll of high taxes and 
high prices wiped out all the gain” 
and the average family’s 1951 in- 
come was worth less to it than 
its 1945 income.” 

“War, not the Fair Deal, brought 
about the end to unemployment,” 
Eisenhower went on. 

Shortages After War. 
“The legacy of war, not the Fair 
Deal, helped to sustain a high 
level of productivity. Nearly one 
third of the high-level production 
of the first five years after the 
war was due to making up short- 


¢| ages created during the war—in 


automobiles, refrigerators and 
houses those things were largely 
paid for out of the 140-billion-dol- 
lar savings which Americans had 
accumulated by the end of the 
war.” 


Continuing his attack on the 
Fair Deal, he said that just as 
these “ war-bred shortages” be- 
gan to disappear and the economy 
was , Weakening. “along came Ko- 
rea,” and defense production 
again propped up the economy. 
Without the post-Korea arma- 
ment program the Fair Deal 
“might well have headed us

Eisenhower offered a_ three- 
point program for “reviving the

1. “Sound” dollar threugh 
eliminating the budget defieit. 

2. Restore incentive for ex- 
panded production by cutting 
federal spending and lowering 
taxes. 

3. Positive support and en- 
couragement to new industry 
and development, “which have 
been lacking for 20 years.” 


In an oblique reference to 
President Truman, who openly 
regards the former’ general’s 
“crusade” as an advance to the 
rear, Eisenhower said: 


“The Administration in its fear, 
in its exhaustion, has tried to 
label our party as the party of 
reaction; the party that looks 
backward. But the plain truth is 
that the Fair Deal’s economic 
treadmill is the philosophy of 
those who ‘look backward,’ It is 
those Americans marching under 
our banner who are looking for- 
ward.” 


Eisenhower arrived at. the 
drafty field house at the head of 
a motorcade about five minutes 
before he was scheduled to go on 
the air. His entry was preceded 
by shouts of “We want Ike.” 
Once on stage, he acknowledged 
the warm reception with the now- 
famous hands-over-head gesture, 
while his wife, Mamie, handsome- 
ly outfitted in a black brocade 
dress and pink calot, beamed 
from beneath her bangs. 


Donning his horn-rimmed spec- 
tacles as the television cameras 
whirred, Eisenhower read every 
line of his speech in carefully 
measured phrasing. 


Preoccupied with his manu- 
script, he had little time for ges- 
tures or for addressing his audi- 
ence “man to man.” 

He soon found out, as has many 
another newcomer to the foot- 
lights, that Peoria, even with a

Mild Applause. 
Throughout his half-hour long 
speech, he was interrupted by ap- 
plause only 12 times and then the 
applause was mild.

WHOLESALE PRICES 
DOWN 0.1 PCT., 6TH

WASHINGTON, Oct. 3 (AP)— 
Wholesale prices declined one- 
tenth of 1 per cent in the week 
ended last Tuesday, the sixth 
straight weekly drop, the Bureau 
of Labor Statistics reported today. 

The new index was 111 per cent 
of the 1947-49 base period. 

Despite the over-all decline in 
wholesale prices, farm products 
reversed a recent downtrend and 
advanced seven-tenths of 1 per 
cent mainly because of higher 
prices for many fresh fruits, vege- 
tables, steers, calves, hogs ae 
eggs. Beef prices were sha 
lower and meats as a whole 
clined 3.4 per cen to a level 5.6 
per cent under last August's 
figure.

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Diagnosing the Unsafe Driver 

What makes unsafe drivers unsafe? 

Lack of education in driving may be one rea- 
son, in the opinion of (among others) New York 
State, where 27,000 students will be graduated 
from school with driving instruction this year. 

A poor example set by their elders may be an- 
other reason, according to Judge Truman H. 
Preston of the Syracuse, N.Y. Traffic Court. 
Judge Preston suggests that operation of “hot 
rod” or “souped-up” cars might be made a misde- 
meanor and that parents of hot rod drivers 
might be punished as well as their children. 

Still other causes, as well, may impel drivers 
—young and not so young—to make hazards of 
themselves on the highways, suspects the New 
Jersey Department of Law and Public Safety. 

So in co-operation with the New Jersey Auto- 
mobile Association and the Safety Education 
Center of New York University it is going to con- 
duct a clinic in traffic violation, and try to find 
out. Offenders will be tested for vision and 
color sense, night vision and glare recovery, 
field of vision and night depth perception, judg- 
ment, reaction time, and interpretation of what 

ahead on the road. Psychological tests will 
given to determine whether they entertain 
any improper attitudes toward safety and traffic 
rs.

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New Hand at An Old Job 


Just appointed head of the Federal Mediation 
and Conciliation Service, David L. Cole of New 
Jersey is going to have a try at solving the prob- 
lem of national emergency disputes. 

His initiative will be widely welcomed. Mr. 
Cole expects to consult with representatives of 
labor and management, both of whom, he feels, 
are ready for a serious attempt to find ways 
for avoiding crippling strikes in basic industries. 

Mr. Cole’s emphasis will be on seeking a meth- 
od of settling the disputes which lead to such 
tragedies as this year’s steel strike, without re- 
course to Government compulsion, That should, 
of course, be the objective of any plan. 

Seizure, injunctions or other methods of com- 
pulsion are means to an end, not the end itself. 
The difficulty is that unless some ultimate sanc- 
tion is vested in the Government by legislation, 
national emergency disputes may generate their 
own pressures which make them insoluble with- 
out costly strikes. 

The problem is to devise legal compulsions 
that will positively induce instead of balking or 
delaying, settlements by the disputing parties. 
What is wanted is a sanction that will seldom 
have to be used. If Mr. Cole can contribute to 
the solution of that problem,.he will perform a 
valuable service for the incoming Administration 
which must face this question.

No sooner had news of Charles H. Ostertag’s 
elevation to presidency of the Police Board been 
announced than he felt compelled to make his 
third unequivocal anti-gambling statement in 
seven days.

When the Black Sox scandal rocked the 
baseball world 31 years ago, legend has it 
that one small tyke strode up to Shoeless 
Joe Jackson, the White Sox star, and 
wailed, “Say it ain’t so, Joe.” Joe could 
only hang his head in shame. 


The Eisenhower campaign is also the 
story of a great disillusionment. «The 
hopes of millions of Americans who once 
believed in Eisenhower's great crusade 
have now been shattered. 


Before the national convention, the 
American people were told by those who 
promoted the Gen- 
eral’s candidacy that 
he was uniquely fit- 
ted to be President. 
They contended that 
he represented a for- 
eign policy which the 
great majority of 
Americans have 
come to accept. It 
was a policy of help- 
ing our allies to help 
themselves, dictated 
by our enlightened 
self ~ interest. This 
policy, it was argued, 
would be scuttled 
should Senator Taft 
gain the nomination and presidency. 

Gen. Eisenhower, it was further contend- 
ed, would restore integrity, frugality and 
decency to government. When the Eisen- 
hower forces refused to compromise on the 
issue of the Texas delegation at the G.O.P. 
national convention, the nation was told 
here was a man who would never compro- 
mise with what he considered wrong.

Allies of Expediency 


Though his supporters admitted that his 
knowledge of domestic affairs was limited, 
they argued that his proved ability to 
select the right men for the right posts 
more than compensated for this deficiency. 

After his nomination, when the General 
announced that he would lead a great cru- 
sade to restore the people’s faith in their 
Government, the great disillusionment be- 
gan to take form. 

Consider: The company that the Gen- 

eral keeps. A man may be unlike his 
acquaintances, but. Gen. Eisenhower's sup- 
port of Senators Jenner and McCarthy 
effects an inexcusable alliance with what 
is worst in the Republican party. The 
General is naturally concerned with hold- 
ing his party together, but has sacrificed 
principle for expediency. 
. The General said, “It is impossible for 
me to give what you call blanket indorse- 
ment to anyone who holds views that 
would violate my conception of what is 
just, right and fair.” In the next breath 
he announced his support of any and all 
Republican candidates, but, he added, this 
indorsement does not necessarily imply 
support of that candidate's views. What, 
then, does it imply? 

Though he has defended Gen. George 
C. Marshall against Senator Jenner’s state- 
ment that “Marshall is a front man for 
traitors” and “a living lie,” he permitted 
Jenner to embrace him in public. Though 
he has inveighed against witch hunts, he 

l appear on the same platform with 
Senator McCarthy, who has become the 
symbol of irresponsible name-calling. 


Now an “Asia-Firster”? 


Consider: The Taft-Eisenhower agree- 
ment, which stated that the differences in 
their respective foreign policies are a mat- 
ter of degree, not kind. This is indeed 
an astounding statement because the crux 
of the preconvention fight of the Eisen- 
hower men was that their man’s foreign 

diff fundamentally 


Gen. Eisenhower, on the other hand, as 
former NATO commander, symbolizes our 
decision -to make Europe our primary con- 
cern, He opposed extension of the Korean 
war. 

Has Eisenhower now become an “Asia 
first” man, has Taft now become convinced 
of the necessity of defending Europe first, 
or have the two decided to forget their 
foreign policy principles? 

In a major foreign policy speech at Cin- 
cinnati, Eisenhower neglected to comment 
on the North Atlantic pact. As commander 
of SHAPE he was enthusiastic about the 
pact; as the Republican candidate for Pres- 
ident he seems to avoid praising the pact 
for fear of indirectly condoning the Demo- 
cratic record. : 


Low-Level Campaign 


Consider: The low level of Eisenhower's 
speeches. While Stevenson has expressed 
his opinion on every major topic, Eisen- 
hower has usually contented himself with 
a throw-the-rascals-out kind of campaign. 
When he finally gave his farm policy, it 
turned out to be a direct steal of the 
Democratic farm plank. He supports the 
Taft-Hartley Labor Act in spite of the fact 
that he admits the law carries union-break- 
ing provisions in addition to 20 other flaws. 

Consider: The Nixon affair. Much of 
Eisenhower's great reputation stems from 
his alleged ability to make emergency deci- 
sions judiciously. But in the one great 
political test of this ability, Gen. Eisenhow- 


er allowed a television soap opera rather ‘ 


than a careful exploration of the facts to 
be submitted to the people as evidence. 

In retrospect, it is now apparent that 
the inevitable pattern of the Eisenhower 
campaign was discernible immediately aft- 
er the convention when the General reck- 
lessly announced that he would cut taxes 
by 40 billions. After this statement was 
prudently retracted, the General said he 
favored individual state control of off- 
shore oil resources. When it was pointed 
out to him that the Supreme Court had 
ruled in favor of federal control of these 
resources, he said he would nevér oppose 
a court ruling. His failure to indicate 
exactly where he stood on this and on sim- 
ilar issues was all part of the process of 
disciplining himelf to be a good party man. 

Eisenhower has played the role of party 
man to the hilt. He has compromised 
every principle to the dictates of party 
strategy. 


“Say It Ain't So, Ike” 


Eisenhower initially avoided specious 
slogans; his criticism of the Administra- 
tion was couched in moderate language; he 
discussed issues rather than personalities; 
he eschewed play on the emotions. 

Then, imperceptibly. and with intreased 
vigor as the campaign progressed, he 
adopted the tactics of the politician. 

He no longer refers to his advocacy of 
UMT. He neglects to mention his role in 
the formation of the foreign policy which 
he now so roundly condemns. He has 
somehow adopted Taft's view that “the 
greatest threat to liberty today is internal.” 
He is now convinced that the Democrats, 
not the Communists, are responsible for 
our predicament. His campaign oratory 
once based on constructive suggestions is 
now founded on reckless denunciation. 

The great crusade, passing through the 
stage of the great compromise, must now 
be called the great disenchaniment. 

In short, the campaign has shown that 
Eisenhower the politician is a plodding, 
orthodox, unimaginative thinker. At the 
beginning of the campaign he was the hope 
of millions of liberals. Now every time he

Between Book Ends 


The Making of a Judge 


JUDGE MEDINA, by Hawthorne Daniel. (Wilfred Funk, 

373 pqs., $4.) 

If any particular case can be said to 
have made the public reputation of a 
judge, that judge is Harold Medina of 
New York. The case was, of course, the 
celebrated trial of the 11 Communist party 
leaders which went on before him for 
nine incredible months. Since Judge Me- 
dina is still at the height of a long and 
fruitful career, this biography might seem 
premature; but the fact is that, whatever 
lies ahead, the Communist trial is the one 
with which the name of Medina will always 
be associated. 

Mr. Daniel properly makes it the climax 
of his book. We accompany the young 
Medina through his brilliant career at 
Princeton, his teaching at Columbia, his 
distinguished work at the bar. All this 
seems now to have been the preparation 
for the ordeal of the Communist trial, the 
highlights of which are recapitulated here. 

Reading it now, when passions have been 
stilled and the guilty punished, it seems 
more than ever to have been one of the 
most brazen defiances of a legal system 
ever put into operation. As Judge Learned 
Hand wrote on appeal later, “We know 
of no country where the defendants would 
have been allowed any approach to the 
license accorded them, and none except 
Great Britain where they would have had 
so fair a hearing.” To which it may be 
added that such behavior as the defendants 
and their counsel displayed before Judge 
Medina would not have been tolerated for 
an instant in a British court of law. 

Mr. Daniel goes behind the scenes and 
describes the intensely wearing effects of 
the trial on the judge himself, (A similar 
trial had killed a judge some months ear- 
lier.) Perhaps the lesson to be drawn 
from all this is that our legal procedures 
need overhauling to give our courts-more 
of the dignity and decorum they enjoy 
elsewhere. JOHN BARKHAM.

With rockets and 
guided missiles on the verge of entering 
the gravity-free area of the earth, who can 
doubt that within a decade man will plunge 
into the greatest exploration, of his ad- 
venturous career? 

In these very practical essays half a 
dozen experts (Wernher von Braun, Willy 
Ley, Fred; L. Whipple, Oscar Schachter, 
Heinz Haber and Joseph Kaplan) demon- 
strate how a wheel-shaped space station 
can be established outside our atmosphere, 
while Chesley Bonestell’s wonderfully evo- 
cative illustrations show how it will look. 
In the words of editor Cornelius Ryan, this 
book is a pioneer “blueprint of a program 
for the conquest of space.” If you are 
tempted to smile, remember how they 
smiled at the Wright brothers. A gorgeous 
book for the imaginative reader. 


Parting the Bamboo Curtain 
HONGKONG, by Christopher nak, {Alfred A. Knopf, 
244 pqs. $3.)

TV STATIONS WARNED 
UN MYSTERY SHOWS 


Effects on Children Cited by 
Board—‘Pitchman’ Com- 
mercials Criticized. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 3 (AP)— 
Television stations were advised 
today by an industry committee 
to keep a careful eye on mystery 
programs and to control commer- 
cials of the carnival “pitchman” 
type. 

The national television code 
board of review, set up last spring 
by the National Association of 
Radio and Television Broadcast- 
ers, met to review operations un- 
der the voluntary code, to which 
94 TV stations have subscribed. 

John E, Fetzer, president and 
owner of WKZO-TV at Kalama- 
zoo, Mich., and chairman of the 
board of review, said in a state- 
ment issued after the closed 
meeting: 

“Our board has devoted its at- 
tention to examining criticisms of 
television programming which 
have been sent to the board dur- 
ing the last six months. 

“As a result of this study, we 
have advised code subscribers 
that they should review their op- 
erations with special reference to 
the quality of mystery programs 


_ offered and the scheduling of 


such programs in relationship to 
child audiences, 

“The board recognizes that 
there have been excesses in sched- 
uling programs containing drink- 
ing and killing scenes at hours 
when children may view them. 
We are asking code subscribers, 


/ who have demonstrated their ca- 


pacity for self-regulation by 
adopting the code, to pay special 
heed to‘the scheduling of such 
programs at hours when children 
normally would not be in the 
audience.” 

As for its recommendation on 
commercials, Fetzer said “the 
board feels the pitchman belongs 
on the midway, not on television.”

ITALY LIFTS 113 BAR 
ON CHURCH OF CHRIST 


Decision Follows Talks Be- 
tween Rome Government 
and U.S. Embassy. 


ROME, Oct. 3 (AP)—The Italian 
government today lifted its bar 
against operations of the Church 
of Christ in Italy. The United 
States Embassy, announcing the 
decision, said it followed discus- 
sions between the Embassy and 
the Italian government. — 

The denomination’s 22 churches 
and one orphanage will be per- 
mitted to operate as usual during 
the period while their applica- 
tion for permanent permission is 
being acted upon by the govern- 
ment. 

Elbridge Dubrow of Los Ange- 
les, Calif., minister counsellor of 
the Embassy, passed on formal 
notification of the decision to 
Cline R. Paden of Brownfield, 
Tex., head of the American-led 
Protestant church here. 

Last Sunday Italian police per- 
mitted the Church of Christ to 
hold its first public services in 
three weeks. Paden said at the 
time that it was only a “tempo- 
rary concession.” 

The Church of Christ, the As- 
sembly of God and Pentecostal 
Church have protested to the 
United States State Department 
against police interference with 
their services. 

Activities of the Church of 
Christ had been barred in Roman 
Catholic Italy on the ground that 
the church did not have govern- 
ment permission to operate here. 
The church said it had applied 
for permission but that there had 
been no action on the request. 
Paden also claimed that the 
requirement for Government per- 
mission violated the Italian con- 
stitutional guarantee of freedom 
of religion. 

Paden, in a statement on behalf 
of his church, said: 

“We are happy that these rights 
have been restored to us. It is 
good to know that we can worship 
in a ‘spirit of truth’ without fear 
of police interruption. 

“Our prayer is that all op- 
pressed people of the earth will 
soon hear the same good news 
we have today.”

Dr. Edward J. McCormick 
wilso Denounces Labor Lead- 
ers and Some Doctors. 


Dr. Edward J. McCormick, of 
Toledo, O., president-elect of the 
American Medical Association, 
bitterly assailed the Truman Ad- 
ministration, labor leaders and 
some doctors in a speech here 
last night. 

His talk, at the annual banquet 
of the Mississippi Valley Medical 
Society at Hotel Jefferson, was 
sprinkled with denunciations such 
as “un-American,” and “Social- 
istic,” applied to groups and in- 
dividuals who have opposed the 
A.M.A, 

Dr. McCormick accused the 
Government of spending “mil- 
lions for thought control,” said 
“labor has been betrayed by its 
leaders,” and assailed the Inter- 
national Labor Organization as 
potentially dangerous to Ameri- 
can free enterprise. He said that, 
if further expansion in the na- 
tional. debt is voted by Congress, 
“an impossible debt will: have 
been placed upon generations as 
yet unborn.” 

‘Fight Against Socialism.’ 

He defended his organization's 
“fight against socialism and the 
destruction of democracy.” He 
said complaints of a shortage of 
doctors have been over-empha- 
sized, and cited the A.M.A.’s 
many efforts to improve medical 
care and recent advances in the 
treatment of various diseases. 

“Good medical care never has 
been and never will be rendered 
by the Government,” he said, in 
an attack on the proposed com- 
pulsory health insurance pro- 
gram. “Americans want no furth- 
er infringement on state’s rights 
and local government.” 

Dr. McCormick also attacked 
“without reservation the vilifica- 
tion cast upon the medical pro- 
fession by President Truman, Os- 
car Ewing and various puppets in 
the Federal Security Agency and 
other bureaucrats, and the Com- 
mittee for the Nation’s Health” 
(a group of private doctors pro- 
moting compulsory health insur- 
ance.)

There is one unusual situation, where the colonel mows 
down a column of refugees with shell-fire after they persist in 
advancing into the American lines under the prodding of 
weapons carried by disguised North Korean soldiers in their 
“midst. The War Department objected to that sequence, and I 
can’t blame it. If the incident was claimed to be based on 
fact, the film should have said so, or not used it. I can imagine 
the Communists, if they ever got hold of a print of the pic- 
ture, could, with some clever cutting, make some juicy propa- 
ganda out of the sequence. ,

King James Version had seemed 
fully satisfying, but the desire 
of these scholars was to inter- 
pret the exact meaning both in 
the Old and New Testaments 
of original manuscripts, and to © 
evaluate anew the old transla- 
tions in the light of new knowl- 
edge acquired. 

Dr, Fant remarked that this 
new version of the Bible, if it 
reached into a greater number 
.Of hands and made more people 
familiar with the scriptures, 
might well make this a more 
imsnaptert evant fr, the world’s 
history than battles lost or won, 
financial crisis met, or even 
the result of presidential elec- 
tions. 

I was presented one of the new 
copies and have begun to look 
through it to see what changes 
have been made in my favorite 
passages. The first ‘one I find 
is in the Thirteenth Chapter of 
First Corinthians where the word 
“charity” is changed to “love.” I 
had heard some time ago, that 
that was the correct translation 
and I think it is a very pleasant 
change. It does not really affect 
the meaning a great deal, since 
charity has always been a prac- 
tical eo - love.

Baby Mixups

ANY an expectant nother goes to the hospital apprehen- 
M sive that she will be given the wrong baby, This is highly 

improbable, but there have been enough publicized in- 
stances of accidental substitution to heighten this anxiety. 

What to do? Mrs. C. writes: “I am going to have a baby 
this fall and the obstetrician wants to deliver it in a large 
hospital. I just wonder whether they take adequate precaution 
to avoid’a mix-up. I don’t want to raise any baby but my 
own, and I don't want my own baby to be brought up by 
strangers.”

SINCE IT CAN HAPPEN, Mrs. C., because it has hap- 
pened, you would be justified in talking to your obstetrician 
about it. Have him tell you what method he uses, because mix- 
ups usually start in the delivery room. Then, to further ease 
your mind, see the superinteneent of the hospital and have 
him outline the institution's regulations. 

Only the most sloppily-run hospitals fail to use one, or 
several, of the recognized methods of marking newly-born 
babies for identification: a bead necklace or tape bracelet, an 
anklet with name and room number in plastic, and registra- 
tion of the baby’s footprints with the mother’s thumbprints 
being the common ones. In any case, mvch depends upon 
the competence and responsibility of the delivery room staff.

HOSPITALS STILL are seeking a fool-proof method of 
avoiding baby mix-ups, realizing that the present ones could 
conceivably *go wrong. The matter is getting considerable 
attention and was the subject of a recent article in “The 
Mother,” bulletin of the American Committee on Maternal 
Welfare. It asked for an exchange of ideas. 

In one California hospital during recent years there were 
three cases of baby substitution which led to court action and 
much publicity. Biologist C. W. Cotterman, writing in the 
American Journal of Human Genetics, says “many cases of 
substitution doubtless go undetected.” 

Scientific methods for identifying children suspected as 
victims of mix-ups are well advanced. Courts in many in- 
stances permit the introduction of this sort of evidence when 
such cases go to litigation. 

Mothers are justified in making careful inquiry concerning 
the methods used to prevent such a calamity and should not 
be reluctant to do so. After all, they have the unassailable 
argument: “It has happened, and I don’t want it to happen 


to me.”

The kitchen drawers and the tool box in the garage 
suggest themselves. Screwdrivers also are a likely source of 
evidence. 

Meanwhile, a check should be made of all persons who 
have been on the premises during the time the gouge might 
have appeared. Their movements should be examined with 
great care. Their memories will need a good deal of jogging. 

One thing is certain. Gouges do not make themselves. They 
must be made by animate creatures. It is, therefore, passing 
strange that nobody in the household knows anything about 
the gouge. | 

Such being the case, unless someone is concealing guilt or 
has forgotten, there is only one Jogical conclusion. That is that 
an outside gouger with evil intent slipped into the house while 
nobody was looking, found a sharp instrument, made the gouge, 
and then as stealthily slipped away.
